Visits  to  Helena 


Nearly  100  persons  associated  with  MACCY  came  to  Helena  for  one 
or  more  of  the  five  district  visits  distributed  during  January, 
February  and  March. 


Each  visit  started  with  a  supper  together,  prepared  by  MACCYs  in  Helena,  including  Ada 
Bryson,  Venus  Bardanouve,  Mary  Anne  Fisher,  Rosanne  Lyford,  Rosetta  Kamlowsky,  Lois 
McMeekin,  Lyle  Monroe  and  Rick  Davenport.  This  was  followed  by  a  briefing  which  featured 
a  role  play  on  how  a  bill  becomes  a  law  and  a  discussion  with  a  Senator  or  Representative. 

On  the  following  morning,  visitors  spent  an  hour  at  the  Governor's  Office  with  arrangements 
made  by  Administrative  Assistant,  Mike  Fitzgerald.   Discussions  centered  on  the  interests 
and  activities  of  the  Governor's  Office  related  to  children  and  youth. 

Then  the  rest  of  the  forenoon  was  devoted  to  visits  with  individual  Senators  and 
Representatives,  attendance  at  hearings  and  observation  of  legislative  sessions.   During 
lunch,  each  group  gathered  for  a  feedback  session  to  share  what  had  been  experienced 
during  the  morning.

These  bills  implement  the  1972  Montana  Cons- 
titution -  all  introduced  by  Senators  Jim 
Moore,  R-Two  Dot  and  Neil  J.  Lynch,  D-Butte.

'Allows  individuals  18  years  of  age  and 

older  to  hold  civil  office.

HB21 


Creates  the  State  Board  of  Education,  the 
Board  of  Regents  of  Higher  Education  and  the 
Board  of  Public  Education.   Introduced  by 
Representatives  A.  L.  Ainsworth,  R-Missoula 
and  Harold  Gerke,  D-Billings. 

Was  amended  to  require  that  one  seat  on  the 
Board  of  Regents  be  reserved  for  membership 
by  a  student  with  full  voting  powers,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor.

The  Medically  Needy  Bill  introduced  by  Sena-- 
tors  Jean  Turnage,  R-Polson  and  David  James, 
D-Jopl in . 

Extends  medical  assistance  benefits  to  those 
not  eligible  for  Federal  programs  because  of 
income,  including  children  under  21  years 
io  are  receiving  foster  care. 

Heavy  medical  expenses  and  emergencies  often 
plunge  marginal  income  families  onto. the 
welfare  rolls.  This  assistance  would  help 
prevent  this. 


*HB59 

Insurance  for  the  newborn,  introduced  by  Rep- 
resentatives Lloyd  C.  Lockrem,  R-Bil lings  and 
Joe  Qui  1 ici  ,    D-Butte. 

Removes    the  option    that    insurance   firms   now 
have   to   delay   medical    coverage  of    infants    un- 
til 1    they   have   survived    for  28  days. 

*SB68 

Allows  increased  county  tax  levy  for  youth 
and  recreation  centers,  introduced  by  Sena- 
tors William  Lowe,  R-Bil lings  and  William 
Bertsche,  D-Great  Falls. 

County  can  increase  tax  levy  for  maintenance, 
operation  and  equipping  of  youth  and  recrea- 
tion centers  from  one  to  two  mills. 

HB68 

The  Day  Care  Bill  introduced  by  Representa- 
tives Dorothy  Bradley,  D-Bozeman  and  George 
Turman,  R-Missoula. 

Allows  cities,  town  and  municipalities  to 
levy  up  to  one  mill  to  establish  and  maintain 
licensed  day  care  centers  and  homes.
